Done  in  London,  in  the  Year  1652. 


Article  I. 

rflHAT  between  the  abovefaid  by  the  one 
5  and  the  other  party,  it  is  agreed,  and 

Jl  likewife  the  faid  Ambaflador  lias 

thought  fit  to  give  his  word,  in  the  name  of  the 
King,  that  all  thofe  Englifhmen  who  by  any 
means  are  held  in  cuftody,  either  upon  account 
of  fecurities,  or  pledge,  or  by  any  other  means 
whatfoever,  occafioned  by  the  controverfies  a- 
rifen  between  the  one  and  the  other  people,  in 
any  of  the  dominions  of  Portugal,  wrho  by 
Prince  Rupert  have  been  carried  from  hence, 
or  put  into  its  port  of  Lifbon,  fhall  be  deliver¬ 
ed  and  fet  at  liberty,  and  their  fecurities  dif- 
charged,  or  made  of  none  effeft. 
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Article  II. 


It  was  agreed  with  the  faid  Ambaftador, 
who  gave  his  word  in  the  name  of  the  King, 
to  deliver  immediately  the  lhips,  monies,  and 
goods  belonging  to  the  Engliih,  which  are  re¬ 
tained  in  any  of  the  places  in  the  dominions  of 
the  King  of  Portugal,  that  they  ihall  be  deli¬ 
vered  without  any  farther  delay,  in  the  fame 
fpecie,  in  cafe  they  remain  in  the  fame  goodnefs 


and  value,  as  they  were  in  when  they  were 


taken  and  retained ;  and  if  they  are  become 
worfe,  or  of  lcfs  value  or  goodnefs  in  fpecie, 
or  if,  by  reafon  of  the  detention,  they  are  any 
ways  decayed,  and  become  of  lefs  worth,  or  if 
they  are  loft,  in  thefe  cafes  they  fhall  be  paid 
for,  and  fatisfaftion  fhall  be  given  for  them, 
according  to  the  juft  price  or  value  they  bore 
at  the  time  they  were  taken.  And  as  touching 
the  reparation  of  the  damages,  it  fhall  be  or¬ 
dered  in  the  manner  as  the  Counfel  have  de¬ 
clared  their  fentiments,  by  letter  bearing  date 
...i,  0f  November  1651.  And  the  faid 
r  obliged  himfelf  to  give  fat  is  fact  ion 
fte.

Article  IV. 

It  was  a°*recd  upon  between  the  abovcfaid. 
on  both  parts,  That  the  King  of  Portugal,  in 
the  name  of,  i.  c.  in  lieu  of  thofe  expences 
made  by  this  Republic,  the  which  the  Counfcl 
declared  to  the  faid  Ambaflador,  they  might, 
in  right  of  this  nation,  liquidate  from  the 
goods  of  the  Portuguefe  that  were  occupied  or 
taken  by  reprifal,  which  amounted  to  14246  1. 
1 1  s.  fhall  pay  to  the  Parliament  50000  1. 
in  good  and  lawful  money  of  England,  in  the 
manner  herein  after  declared,  that  is  to  fay, 
20,000  1.  or  as  much  Portuguefe  money  as  is 
equal  to  it  in  value,  which  lhall  be  paid  to  that^ 
perfon  whom  the  Parliament  or  Council  of 
State  may  appoint  to  receive  it  in  Lilbon  on 
the  firft  of  March  next  enfuing,  after  this 
treaty,  or  within  the  fpace  of  one  month,  as  it 
fhall  appear  by  a  writing  under  the  faid  A111- 
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aftador’s  hand,  wherein  it  ihall  be  exprefs’d 
that  the  fa  id  turn  lhall  be  paid  in  Liihon  and 
afterwards  ihall  be  paid  15000  I.  of  the’ fame

becaufe  it  is  to  be  underftood,  that  all  that  en- 
tue  fum  and  quantity  ought  to  be  returned 
to  the  Parliament  in  good  and  lawful  money  of 
England;  and  the  faid  Ambaflador,  in  the  name 
oi  his  king,  obliged  himfelf  to  pay  the  50,000  1.

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It  was  agreed  upon  between  the  one  and 
the  other  parties  abovefaid,  That  all  the  ihips 
and  goods  of  the  Englifh,  which  have  been 
brought  to  Portugal  by  Rupert  and  Maurice, 
or  by  any  of  their  Ihips,  and  there  made  ufe 
of,  01  are  any-wherc  there  detained,  left,  or 
by  their  order  carried  from  thence,  ihall*  im- 
med  iatcly  be  reflored  to  their  owners  •  or  in- 
ff(  ad  thereof  full  fatisfadtion  and  reparation 
Ihall  be  made*  I  he  which  above-mentioned 
things  the  faid  Ambaflador  has  given  his  word. 
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in  the  name  of  his  King,  to  obferve  and  per¬ 
form. 

Article  VI. 

Between  the  abovdaid  of  the  one  and  the 
other  parties,  it  was  agreed  upon,  That  as  wdl 
the  Blip  called  the  Converfion,  as  all  other  flflps 
belonging  to  this  Republic  of  England,  and  all 
whatfoever  veflels  of  this  Republic,  that  by  Ru¬ 
pert,  or  by  any  of  the  Blips  of  his  Beet/  have 
been  carried  to  Portugal,  and  are  in  pofleffion  of 
the  King  of  Portugal,  or  any  of  his  fubjetfs,  or 
before  this  have  been  taken  and  applied  to  ufe, 
or  which  by  any  authority  have  been  taken  as 
prize,  fhall  be  reflored  again,  with  all  their  ap¬ 
parel,  preparations,  guns,  and  inflations,  and 
juft  recompence  fliall  be  made  for  the  retention 
of  them ;  to  which  the  laid  Ambaflador  gave 
his  word,  in  the  name  of  his  King,  to  perform 
the  contents  of  this  Article  :  in  faith  and  tefti- 
mony  whereof,  the  faid  Ambaflador  has  figned 
thefe  fix  preliminary  Articles  with  his  "own 
hand,  and  fealed  them  with  his  feal.

Concluded 

Between  the  Mod  Serene  Lord  Protedlor  of  England, 
Scotland  and  Ireland,  on  the  one  Part ; 

And  the 

Mod  Serene  King  of  Portugal,  and  of  the  Algarves, 

On  the  other  Part. 

Done  at  Wedminftcr,  on  the  10th  of  July,  in  the  Year 

1654. 

Article  I. 


IN  the  firft  place  that  there  fhall  be  a  good 
true  and  firm  peace,  between  the  Republic 
of  England,  and  the  moll  Serene  King  of  Por¬ 
tugal,  and  between  the  regions,  countries,  do¬ 
minions,  and  principalities,  under  the  empire 
of  the  one  and  the  other,  and  the  people,  lub- 
je<5!s,  and  Inhabitants  of  both,  ox  any  condition, 
rank,  or  dignity  whatfoever,  as  well  by  land  as 
by  fea,  in  rivers  and  frefh  waters;  in  fuch 
manner  that  the  people  and  fubjeefs  fhall  fa¬ 
vour  and  fuccour  one  the  other,  with  recipro¬ 
cal  o'ood  will,  and  honefi  affection ;  and  that 
neither  of  the  laid  parties,  nor  their  people, 
iubje&s,  or  inhabitants,  lhall  commit,  or 
attempt  any  thing  againft  the  other,  in  any 
place,  either  by  land  or  fea,  or  in  the  harbouis 
or  rivers  of  either  ;  nor  lhall  they  content  to,  or 
affift  in  any  war,  council,  or  treaty,  to  the  pre¬ 
judice  of  the  other  party ;  nor  fhall  either  ot 
the  faid  parties  houfe  or  harbour  the  1  ebeh  01 
fugitives  of  the  other  in  any  of  their  countries, 
kingdoms,  dominions,  poits,  01  fiontici^. 


Art* 
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Article  II. 


That  between  the  Republic  of  England  and 
the  King  of  Portugal  and  their  people,  fub- 
jefls,  and  inhabitants  as  well  by  land,  as  by  fea, 
in  rivers  and  frefh-waters,  in  alland  every  one  of 
the  regions,  countries,  dominions,  territories, 
provinces,  iflands,  colonies,  cities,  towns,  villa¬ 
ges,  ports  and  frontiers;  there  fhall  be  free  com¬ 
merce  in  thofe  places,  in  which  there  is  at  pre- 
fent,  or  has  been  commerce  in  time  pad  ;  in 
fuch  manner  that  without  permit  or  other  li~ 
cenfe,  general  or  fpecial,  as  well  by  land,  as  by 
fea,  in  rivers  and  frefh-waters,  the  people,  fub- 
jecls  and  inhabitants,  of  either  of  the  parties 
may  go,  enter  and  navigate  in  the  faid  domini¬ 
ons  and  kingdoms,  and  in  all  their  cities,  towns, 
harbours,  coafts,  bays,  and  places  with  carriages, 
horfes,  packs,  and  llrips,  as  well  loaden  as  to  be 
loaden,  carry  merchandizes,  buy,  fell,  and  at  the 
current  prices,  to  procure  provifions,  and  what 
neceffaries  they  may  want  for  their  day  and  voy¬ 
age  to  repair  their  llrips  and  carriages,  whether 
their  own  or  fuch  as  are  hir’d  or  borrow’d,  and 
with  the  fame  liberty  to  depart  from  thence 
with  their  goods,  merchandizes,  and  all  other 
things  whatfoever  cither  to  their  own  or  foreign 
countries,  as  they  lhall  think  ftt;  and  that  with¬ 
out  any  hindrance  or  impediment,  hiving  how¬ 
ever,  all  the  laws  and  ftatutes  of  each 
place. 


Art. 
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Article  III. 

That  the  people  and  inhabitants  of  this 
Republic  fhall  be  at  liberty  to  buy  up  all  forts 
ofwares,  goods  and  merchandizes,  and  thefame 
to  ufeand  enjoy  in  the  kingdoms,  provinces,  ter¬ 
ritories,  and  iflands  of  the  King  of  Portugal,  at 
the  find  hand,  either  in  fmall  parcels  or  by 
wholefale,  in  whatfoever  number  and  fize,  when 
and  wherefoever  they  pleafe  ;  neither  fhall  they 
be  compelled  to  buy  them  of  the  Farmer  of  the 
Cuftoms  or  monopolifts,  nor  fhall  they  be  obli¬ 
ged  to  buy  at  any  fixed  price.  They  may  alfo 
at  diferetion  fell,  traffic,  and  freely  carry  away, 
any  forts  of  goods, wares  and  merchandize,  what- 
loever,  from  the  faid  kingdoms  and  domimions 
paying  only  the  duties,  and  cuftoms  in  thecon- 
fulado  due  on  the  goods  they  carry  out,  as  they 
were  paid  the  ioth  of  March  1653-4,  O.  S. 

And,  as  to  their  buying  and  felling  by  the 
intervention  of  brokers,  the  faid  people  of  this 
Republic,  fhall  enjoy  and  ufe  the  fame  liber¬ 
ties,  priviledges  and  exemptions  as  the  Portu- 
guefe  themfdves ;  nor  fhall  they  be  treated 
with  more  rigour,  than  the  fame  inhabitants, 
and  natives ;  and  that  which  is  called  the  an¬ 
cient  charter,  and  all  the  priviledges,  and  im¬ 
munities,  that  heretofore  have  been  granted  to 
the  Engl i 111  at  any  time,  by  all,  or  any  of  the 
Kings  of  Portugal,  fhall  be  confirmed  by  e- 
di£ts,  to  the  end,  that  the  people,  and  natives 
of  the  faid  Republic  may  enjoy  them,  toge¬ 
ther  with  all  other  priviledges,  and  immuni¬ 
ties,  which  are  already  granted,  or  fhall  be 
^ranted  from  the  time  to  come  to  any  nation, 

king- 
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kingdom,  or  Republic,  in  alliance  with  the 
faid  King  of  Portugal. 

Article  IV. 

That,  whenever  the  people  and  natives  of 
this  Republic,  arrive  with  their  fhips  in  the 
harbours  of  the  King  of  Portugal,  the  faid 
people  and  natives,  ihall  not  be  conftrained, 
by  the  minifters,  officers,  and  fubjedls  of  the 
laid  King  of  Portugal  to  load,  or  put  on  board 
their  lhips,  any  other  forts,  or  quantities  of 
goods  and  merchandize,  but  only  fuch  as  fhall 
be  by  them  approved  of ;  neither  while  they 
flay  in  the  faid  harbours,  ihall  there  be  put 
on  board  their  fhips,  any  more  than  two 
guards,  or  officers  at  moft,  and  in  the  unload¬ 
ing  their  fhips,  there  ihall  be  no  unneceflary 
delays.  And  if  the  laid  fhips,  which  are  load- 
en  with  dry  goods,  fhould  not  be  unloaded 
within  the  fpace  of  ten  days,  and  the  ihips 
Joaden  with  ffh,  and  provilions,  within  the 
fpace  of  15  days,  after  their  entrance  into  the 
port,  they  ihall  not,  however,  be  obliged  to  pay 
any  ftipend,  or  lum  of  money,  or  any  filary 
to  the  faid  guards,., or  officers,  nor  upon  their 
account,  be  at  any  farther  expences,  more  than 
for  the  faid  ten,  or  fifteen  day’s  refpeftively. 

Article  V. 

If  it  fhould  fo  happen  that  the  fubje&s  of 
the  moft  Serene  King  of  Portugal,  or  others, 
within  the  kingdoms,  and  dominions  of  the 
faid  King,  ihould  be  imprifoned,  and  their 
goods  and  merchandize  feized,  flopped,  and  de- 
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tained  by  the  office  of  the  Court  of  Inquifition, 
or  by  its  Judges,  or  Minifters,  or  by  the  King's 
Exchequer ;  and  fhould  owe  any  money,  or 
come  to  be  indebted  to  any  of  the  people  of 
this  Republic,  the  faid  debts  fhall  be  fully  and 
entirely  paid  out  of  the  above-laid  goods,  and 
mcichandize,  within  fix  months,  next  enfuing, 
after  the  imprifonment,  and  feizure  of  the 
goods  as  abovefaid,  without  hindrance,  or 
any  moleftation,  from  the  faid  tribunal,  or  its 
judges,  or  Minifters ;  but,  if  among  the  faid 
goods  and  merchandize,  fo  feiz’d  and  held,  there 
fhould  remain  in  being,  any  goods  and  mer¬ 
chandize  belonging  to  the  faid  people,  and 
natives,  the  fame  fhall  immediately  be  reftored 
to  them. 

Article  VI. 

1  hat  the  captains,  matters,  officers,  and 
mariners  of  the  fhips  of  this  Republic,  or  of 
any  of  its  People,  fhall  not  attempt  to  fue,  or 
in  any  wife  moleft,  the  faid  fhips  or  people  of 
this  Republic,  within  the  faid  kingdoms  and 
dominions  of  Portugal,  on  account  of  their 
wages  or  falary,  under  pretence  of  their  profef- 
fing  the  Romiih  religion  ;  nor  fhall  they  under 
this,  or  any  other  pretence,  apply  themfelves 
to  the  fervice  of  the  King  of  Portugal,  or  by 
any  other  means  leave  the  fhips  whereunto  they 
belong;  and  if  they  become  delinquents,  and 
offend  in  this  point,  their  names  being  taken 
account  of,  they  fhall  be  chaftifed  by  the  ma- 
giftrates  and  officers  of  the  place,  and  com¬ 
pelled  to  return  to  their  fhips,  and  if  they  can¬ 
not  be  found,  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  matters 
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of  fuch  lliips,  or  veffiels,  to  detain  their  cloatlrs, 
goods,  or  wages,  for  the  fatisfadilion  of  da¬ 
mages. 


Article  VII. 


Th  at  the  Confuls,  who  fhall  hereafter  re- 
fide  in  any  part  of  the  dominions  of  Portugal, 
for  the  affilfance  and  proteddion  of  the  people 
of  this  Republic,  fhall  be  from  henceforward 
nominated,  and  made  by  the  faid  Lord  Pro- 
teddor,  and  when  fo  nominated,  they  lhall 
have  and  exercife  the  fame  authority,  as  any 
Conful  of  this,  or  any  other  nation,  whatfo- 
ever,  doth  now,  or  iliall  hereafter  exercife  in 
the  dominions  of  the  faid  King,  although  they 
do  not  profels  the  Romilh  religion.  And,  for 
the  judging  of  all  caufes  relating  to  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  this  Republic,  a  Judge  Confervator, 
lhall  be  deputed,  from  whom  no  manner  of 
appeal  fhall  be  granted,  except  to  the  Senate 
of  Rellacao,  where  the  law-fuits  commenced, 
and  appealed  to  that  Court  lhall  be  determined 
within  the  fpace  of  four  months. 


Article  VIII. 

That  if  any  of  the  people  of  this  Repub¬ 
lic  lhall  die  within  the  kingdoms,  and  domi¬ 
nions  of  the  moft  Serene  King  of  Portugal, 
the  books,  accounts,  goods  and  allots,  belong¬ 
ing  to  them,  or  to  others  of  the  people  of 
this  Republic,  lhall  not  be  feized  or  polleHed 
by  the  judges  of  the  orphans  and  perfons  ab- 
ient,  or  by  their  minillers  and  officers,  nor 
fhall  they  be  liable  to  their  jurifdiilion  ;  but 
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the  lame  goods,  merchandize,  and  accounts, 
Ihall  be  deliver’d  to  the  Englifh  fa&ors,  or 
procurators  reliding  in  that  place,  who  are  no¬ 
minated,  or  deputed  by  the  deceafed  :  but, 
if  the  defunct,  whilft  living,  did  not  nominate 
any,  then  the  laid  goods,  merchandize  and 
accounts  Ihall,  by  the  authority  of  the  Judge 
Confervator,  be  delivered  to  two  or  more  Eng¬ 
lifh  merchants  reliding  in  the  place,  and  ap¬ 
proved  of  by  the  Englifh  Conful,  after  having 
given  fecurity  by  unexceptionable  bondfmen 
(who  ihall  alio  be  approved  by  the  fame  Eng¬ 
lifh  Conful)  for  reftoring  the  laid  goods,  mer¬ 
chandize  and  accounts,  to  the  right  owners, 
or  to  their  true  creditors,  and  the  goods  which 
Ihall  appear  to  have  been  the  deceafed’s,  Ihall 
be  delivered  to  his  heirs,  executors  or  credi¬ 
tors. 


Article  IX. 

That  neither  the  King  of  Portugal,  nor 
any  of  his  Minifters,  Ihall  detain  or  arreft  any 
merchants,  mailers  of  ihips,  captains,  or  ma¬ 
riners  ;  or  their  Ihips,  merchandizes,  or  other 
goods  which  belong  to  this  Republic,  or  any 
of  its  people,  either  for  war,  or  any  other  ufe 
whatfoever,  unlefs  the  Lord  Protestor,  or 
thofe  to  whom  luch  Ihips  and  goods  appertain, 
are  firft  apprifed  thereof,  and  give  their  con- 
fentj  but  that  the  faid  Ihips,  men,  and  goods, 
may  freely,  and  without  hindrance  or  impe¬ 
diment  from  the  abovefaid  King  or  his  Mini¬ 
fters,  depart  from  the  harbours  and  domini¬ 
ons  of  the  laid  King,  at  their  own  pleafure  ; 
and  that  the  Tales  of  the  merchandize  and  goods 

belong- 
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belonging  to  this  Republic,  fhall  not  be  hin¬ 
dered  or  delayed,  under  pretence  that  the 
King  has  occafion  for  them,  or  for  any  other 
reafon  whatfoever ;  nor  fhall  they  be  taken  for 
the  King’s  ufe,  nor  for  any  other  ufes  whatfo¬ 
ever  ;  if  the  perfons  who  are  concerned  in  the 
goods  do  not  confent  thereto. 

Article  X. 


That  the  people  of  the  Republic  of  England  ... 
may  freely  carry  in  their  lliips  all  forts  of  goods,  vy 
merchandize,  and  things  of  what  kind  foever, 
even  arms,  provifions,  or  other  fuch  like,  from 
the  harbours  and  dominions  of  the  faid  Repub¬ 
lic,  or  any  other  harbours  or  dominions  what¬ 
foever,  provided  they  are  not  taken  immediate¬ 
ly  from  the  harbours  and  dominions  of  Portu-  yK, 
gal,  to  be  carried  direfdy  to  any  ports  and  ter-  v 
ritories  whatfoever  of  the  King  of  Spain  ; 
and  that  neither  the  mod  Serene  King  of  Portu¬ 
gal,  nor  any  of  his  fubjedts,  fhall  hinder  the 
faid  lliips,  goods,  or  men,  by  feizuxes,  repri- 
fals,  or  any  other  means  whatfoever,  from  na¬ 
vigating  fecurely  to  the  harbours  and  territo¬ 
ries  of  the  faid  King  of  Spain,  and  from  trad¬ 
ing  therein  ;  and  that  the  people  of  this  Re¬ 
public  may  freely  carry  arms,  corn,  fifh,  and  all 
other  forts  of  merchandize,  into  the  kingdoms* 
ports  and  territories  of  the  King  of  Portugal* 
and  fell  the  fame  at  their  pleafure,  either  by  re- 
tale  or  wholefale,  to  any  perfons  whatfoever, 
and  for  whatever  price  they  can  get ;  and  they 
lhall  not  be  prohibited,  circumlcribed,  or  in¬ 
capacitated  by  his  laid  royal  Majefty,  or  his 
Minifters,  Governors,  Farmers  of  the  reve- 
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nue,  or  monopolists,  or  by  any  Chamber  or 
Jurisdiction  of  any  Tribunal  whatfoever,  either 
public  or  private :  And  that  fuch  goods  and 
merchandize  as  have  once  paid  the  cuftoms  or 
cleaiances  in  any  port  or  harbour  whatfoever, 
belonging  to  his  Majefty,  may  be  freely  car¬ 
ried  into  any  other  ports  or  places  whatfo¬ 
ever,  of  his  laid  Majefty,  without  paying  any 
fai  thei  duties,  clearances,  or  fum  of  money, 
befides'  what  the  Portuguefe  merchants  Should 

pay,  if  the  goods  and  merchandize  did  belong 
to  them. 


Article  XI. 

That  the  people  and"  natives  of  the  Repub¬ 
lic  of  England  Shall  trade  and  traffic  freely 
and  Safely  from  Portugal  to  the  Brazils,  and  the 
other  conquefts  of  the  faid  King  in  the  Weft- 
Indies  ;  and  from  the  Brazils  and  the  faid  con- 
qucfis  to  Portugal,  in  all  forts  of  goods  and 
merchandize  whatfoever  (except  meal,  fifb, 
wine,  oil,  and*  Brazil  wood,  which  are  pro¬ 
hibited  by  the  King,  in  purfuance  of  his  con- 
trad:  with  the  Brazil  Company)  paying  the  du¬ 
ties  and  cuftoms  which  others  pay  who  trade 
into  thofe  parts ;  and  it  is  to  be  underftood  that 
the  Englifh  Ships  hired  by  the  Portuguefe  are  to 
fail  in  company  with  the  Portuguefe  fleet  : 
And  that  the  faid  people  and  natives  arriving 
from  any  of  the  harbours  and  places  in  Brazil, 
and  the  faid  conquefts,  at  any  of  the  domi¬ 
nions  of  the  faid  King  whatfoever,  Shall  not 
be  compelled  to  unload  their  Ships,  or  to  put 
out  any  goods  belonging  to  the  English,  but 
the  officers  of  the  cuftoms  Shall  caufe  the  goods 
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to  be  weighed  while  they  are  on  board  the  fhips, 
to  the  end  that  the  cuftoms  and  tributes  due  on 
them  may  be  paid ;  and  that  no  heavier  duty 
or  imp  oft,  nor  greater  turn  of  money,  or  ex- 
pence,  fhall  be  demanded  by,  or  paid  to,  the 
King’s  officers,  than  if  the  goods  were  put  on 
lhore  ;  nor  fhall  there  be  any  delay  in  dis¬ 
patching  and  dilinifting  the  laid  .fhips.  And 
after  they  are  arrived  at  any  of  the  dominions 
whatfoever/ of  the  Said  King,  and  have  paid 
the  cuftoms  and  duties  above-mentioned,  they 
fhall  freely  proceed  to  any  other  harbour  or 
place  whatsoever  and  the  goods  put  on  board 
the  Englifh  fhips,  either  by  the  Subjects  of  the 
faid  King,  or  by  others,  to  be  transported  to 
any  part  whatfoever  of  the  dominions  of  Por¬ 
tugal,  Shall  by  no  means  pay  fgreatcr  cuftoms, 
or  any  other  different  duties,  than  if  they  were 
put  on  board  Portuguese  fhips.  And  likewife, 
that  the  people  and  natives  of  the  Republic  of 
England  Shall  have  the  liberty  of  navigating 
to  the  colonies,  iflands,  regions,  ports,  dif- 
tritfts,  towns,  villages,  and  dominions,  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  King  of  Portugal,  in  the  Eaft- 
Indies,  Guinea,  Bengal,  the  ifland  of  St.  Tho¬ 
mas,  or  to  any  other  part  whatfoever,  on 
the  coafts  and  Shores  of  Africa,  and  there  to 
flay  or  refide,  negociate,  trade,  and  traffic 
by  land  or  by  Sea,  on  the  rivers  and  freih 
waters,  in  any  goods  and  merchandize  what¬ 
soever  ;  and  to  tranfport  all  kinds  of  mer¬ 
chandize  to  any  place  or  region,  with  the 
fame  freedom  as  formerly  ;  and  alfo  with 
the  fame  that  was  ever  granted  by  any  treaty 
heretofore,  or  fhall  hereafter  be  granted  tp 
r*he  natives  of  any  other  nation,  in  alliance 

and 
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and  friendfhip  with  Portugal ;  and  as  to  the 
cuftoms  and  duties  to  he  paid  in  thofe  regi¬ 
ons,  they  fhall  not  pay  more  or  heavier  than 
thofe  which  are  paid  by  any  perfon  or  perfons 
trading  in  any  of  the  laid  places  or  regions. 
And  like  wife  the  King  of  Portugal,  and  his  fub- 
jefts,  as  well  the  Brazil  Company  as  all  others, 
as  olten  as  they  have  need  of  foreign  lhips  for 
carrying  on  their  trade  and  navigation  to  the 
Brazils,  or  for  the  regions  and  iilands  above- 
mentioned,  or  elfe-where,  fhall  hire  the  lliips 
of  this  Republic,  and  its  people,  at  the  ufual 
and  ordinary  rates,  as  many  as  they  pleafe, 
and  no  other  lhips  of  any  Prince  or  Republic; 
provided  the  number  of  Englilh  lhips  to  be  hir¬ 
ed  be  fufficient  to  fupply  their  wants  :  excepting 
that  the  Brazil  Company  (as  is  contained  in  the 
Charter  of  Liberties  granted  to  them  by  the 
Kings  Letters  Patent)  may  hire  of  what  nation 
foever  they  pleafe,  two  lhips  of  war,  and  four 
others,  to  be  lent  with  lilh  to  the  Brazils  ;  and 
that  as  well  the  faid  Brazil  Company,  as  all 
other  the  fubjeCfs  of  the  faid  King,  who  fol¬ 
low  the  bufmefs  of  merchandizing,  may  freely 
hire  as  many  Englilh  lhips  as  they  pleafe, 
and  fail  therein  to  the  Brazils,  and  the  other 
conquefts  of  the  faid  King,  in  the  Weft  In¬ 
dies,  without  any  licence,  general  or  fpecial, 
firft  to  be  obtained  for  that  end  ;  and  the  fti- 
pend  agreed  upon  to  be  charged  with  the  in- 
tereft,  lhall  run  on,  and  an  account  thereof  fhall 
be  kept  till  the  whole  is  paid,  tho’  it  lhould  ex¬ 
ceed  the  ftipend  on  the  time  contracted  for. 
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Article  XII. 

t 

That  whereas  the  moll  Serene  King  of 
Portugal,  by  his  Refcript  fealed  with  his  leal, 
and  dated  at  Lifbon  the  twenty-firft  day  of 
January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1641, 
granted  to  the  natives  of  the  lands  under  the 
dominion  of  the  States  of  Holland,  &c.  free  li¬ 
berty  of  importing  and  exporting  all  forts  of 
merchandize  to  and  from  his  kingdoms,  do¬ 
minions,  and  territories ;  the  people  of  the 
Republic  of  England  fhall  ufe  and  enjoy  the 
fame  liberty  in  the  kingdoms  and  dominions 
of  the  faid  moft  Serene  King  of  Portugal. 

Article  XIII. 

That  none  who  are  commonly  called  Al- 
caydes  (i.  e.  Bailiffs)  or  any  other  officer  of 
his  royal  Majefty,  fhall  feize  or  arreft  any  of 
the  people  of  this  Republic,  of  what  rank  or 
condition  foever,  except  in  a  criminal  caufc, 
being  detected  in  any  flagrant  fa<ft  ;  unlefs  lie 
be  firft  impowered  in  writing  by  the  Judge 
Confervator  5  and  that  the  aforefaid  people,  in 
all  other  refpedts,  as  to  their  perfons,  domef- 
ticks,  and  dwellings,  books  of  accounts,  inte- 
refts,  merchandize,  and  all  other  goods  be¬ 
longing  to  them,  fhall  enjoy  equal  and  the 
fame  immunity  within  the  dominions  of  the 
moft  Serene  King  of  Portugal,  from  imprifon- 
ment,  arrefts,  and  other  moleftations  whatib- 
ever,  as  already  is,  or  fhall  hereafter  be 
granted  to  any  other  Prince  or  people  whatfo- 
ever,  in  alliance  with  the  King  of  Portugal; 

D  nor 
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nor  fhall  they  be  hindered  by  any  permit  or 
protection  to  be  granted  by'  the  faid  King 
to  his  lubjeCts,  or  others  frequenting  his 
dominions,  from  recovering  their  debts  ;  but 
they  ihall  have  a  right  to  fue  any  man  to  juftice 
for  the  recovery  of  any  juft  debt,  altho’  he  be 
fheltered  under  the  patronage,  or  protection 
of  any  perfon  whatfoever,  or  fecured  by  anv 
Alvara,  or  written  law,  or  whether  lie  be  a 
Fanner  of  the  Revenues,  or  invefted  with  any 
other  privilege. 

Article  XIV. 

And  forafmuch  as  the  rights  of  peace  and 
commerce  would  be  null  andufelefs,if  thepeople 
of  theRepublic  of  England  fhould  be  difturb’d  for 
confciencefake,  when  they  pafs  to  and  from  the 
kingdoms  and  dominions  of  the  faid  King  of 
Portugal,  or  refide  there  for  the  fake  of  ex¬ 
changing  their  merchandize  :  That  commerce 
may  therefore  be  free  and  fecure  both  by 
land  and  by  fea,  the  faid  King  of  Portugal  fhall 
take  eifetftua!  care,  and  provide,  that  they  be 
not  molefted  by  any  perfon,  court,  or  tribu¬ 
nal,  upon  account  of  the  faid  confcience,  or 
for  having  with  them,  or  ufing,  any  Engliih 
Bibles,  or  other  books;  and  that  it  fhall  be 
free  for  the  people  of  this  Republic  to  obferve 
and  profefs  their  own  religion  in  private  houfes, 
together  with  their  families,  within  any  of  the 
dominions  of  the  faid  King  of  Portugal  whatfo¬ 
ever  ;  and  the  fame  to  exercife  on  board  their 
fhips  and  veflels,  as  they  fhall  think  fit, 
without  any  trouble  or  hindrance  ;  and  finally, 
that  a  place  be  affigned  them  for  the  burial  of 

their 
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their  dead.  But  withal,  the  Englifh  are  cau¬ 
tioned  not  to  exceed  what  is  written  in  this  ar¬ 
ticle. 

Article  XV. 


If  it  lha!!  happen  hereafter,  that  any  con- 
troverfies  or  doubts  do  arife  between  the  laid 
Republics,  which  may  endanger  the  interrup¬ 
tion  of  commerce  between  the  one  and  the 
other  nation,  public  notice  lhall  be  given  to 
the  people  and  fubjedts  of  both  parties,  thro’ 
all  the  kingdoms  and  provinces  of  both,  and 
the  fpace  of  two  years,  after  fuch  notice,  allow¬ 
ed  for  tranfporting  themfelves,  goods,  lhips, 
merchandize,  and  any  other  fubftance  whatfo- 
ever,  without  any  moleftation,  impediment, 
or  damage  offered  in  the  mean-time,  either  to 
their  perlbns  or  goods.  And  it  lhall  be  lawful 
ior  the  faid  people  and  fubjects'on  both  Tides, 
to  whom  any  debts  may  be  owing  at  the  time 
of iuch  public  notice,  legally  to  demand  the 
fame  within  the  faid  two  years,  in  the  places 
nnd  dominions  where  they  are  owing,  and 
from  thence-forward  uninterrupted  juflice  lhall 
be  done  them,  in  fuch  manner,  that  in  elfeff 
thofe  creditors  may  be  able  to  obtain  their 
own  within  the  time  prefcribed. 

A  R  T  I  C  L  E  XVI. 


If  it  lhall  happen  that  while  this  treaty 
fncndilup  and  fociety,  are  fublifting,  ai  ‘ 


,  ,  .  -  - any  thing 

be  committed  or  attempted  by  any  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  or  natives  ot  either  of  thefe  parties,  con- 
liaiy  to  this  treaty,  or  any  part  thereof,  by 
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land  or  by  fea,  on  the  rivers  of  frefh  waters  ; 
the  friendfhip,  confederacy,  and  intercourfe 
betwixt  theie  nations,  iTiall  not  for  this  caufe 
be  interrupted  or  broken,  but  fhall  rather  en¬ 
tirely  fubftft  and  fuftain  its  full  force,  and  thofe 
only  in  particular,  who  violate  the  faid  con¬ 
federacy,  fhall  be  punifhed,  and  none  elfe ; 
and  juftice  fhall  be  done,  and  fatisfabbon 
given  to  all  thofe  concerned,  by  all  thofe  who 
by  land,  fea,  on  rivers,  and  frefh  waters,  fhall 
adf  or  commit  any  thing  contrary  to  this  con¬ 
federacy,  in  any  part  of  Europe,  or  in  any 
other  place  within  the  Streights  of  Gibraltar, 
or  in  America,  or  along  the  coafts  of  Africa, 
or  in  any  of  the  lands,  iflands,  feas,  creeks, 
bays,  rivers,  or  in  any  places  on  this  fide  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope,  within  the  fpace  of  one 
year  after  juftice  fhall  be  demanded  ;  but  in  all 
places  as  above,  beyond  the  faid  Cape,  with¬ 
in  eighteen  months,  after  juftice  be  required 
in  the  manner  above-mentioned.  And  if  the 
violators  of  the  faid  confederacy  don’t  appear, 
nor  furrender  themfelves  to  trial,  nor  give  fa- 
tisfaifion  within  this  or  that  fpace  of  time 
now  limited,  according  to  the  diftance  of  the 
place,  they  fhall  be  deemed  as  enemies  to  both 
parties,  and  their  goods,  fubftance,  and  reve¬ 
nues,  whatfoever,  fhall  be  feized,  condemned, 
and  applied  to  the  making  of  lull  and  juft  fa- 
tisfa&ion  for  the  injuries  done  by  them  5  be- 
ftdes  which,  the  offenders  themfelves,  when 
they  happen  to  be  in  the  power  of  either  of 
the  parties,  fhall  be  liable  to  the  punifhments 
which  their  refpedive  crimes  deferve. 
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Article  XVII. 

If  It  happens,  that  any  controverfy  does 
arife  between  the  faid  King’s  Infpeclors,  Offi¬ 
cers,  or  Minifters,  and  the  laid  merchants, 
concerning  the  goodnefs  of  lilh,  or  any  other 
forts  of  provilions  whatfoever,  which  lhall 
be  carried  to  any  of  the  faid  King’s  domi¬ 
nions;  the  fame  lhall  be  determined  by  the 
arbitration  of  good  men,  provided  they  arc 
Portuguefe,  who  lhall  be  equally  chofen  by 
the  magiftrate  of  the  place,  and  the  Con- 
ful  of  the  Englilh  nation,  and  they  lhall  de- 
termrne  the  bufinefs  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  no 
damage  may  accrue  to  the  owner  in  the  mean 
time,  while  the  matter  is  in  difpute. 

Article  XVIII. 

That  it  lhall  be  lawful  for  the  people, 
and  fubjeCts  of  either  party,  to  go  to  the 
ports  of  the  other,  there  to  refide,  and  from 
thence  to  depart,  with  the  fame  liberty, 
not  only  with  merchant-lhips,  and  tranf- 
ports;  but  alfo,  with  convoys  and  men  of 
war,  equipp’d  for  repelling  the  force  of  the 
enemy,  whether  they  are  driven  there  by  ftrefs 
of  weather,  or  come  in  for  refitting  their  fhips, 
or  for  victualling  them,  provided  they  do  not 
exceed  the  number  of  fix  men  of  war,  if  they 
come  there  of  their  own  accord ;  nor  fhall 
they  flay,  or  continue  any  longer  time,  than 
may  be  neceflary  to  refit  their  lhips,  or  to  pur- 
chafe  fuch  neceflary  things  as  they  want  ;  that 
perad venture  they  may  not  be  thecaufeof  in¬ 
terrupting- 
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terruptihg  the  commerce  of  other  nations 
which  are  allied  in  friendfhip.  And  if  at  any 
time  any  unufual  number  of  ihips  ihould  chance 
to  come  to  fuch  harbours,  it  fhai!  not  be  law¬ 
ful  for  them  to  enter,  without  firft  having;  leave 
from  thofe  in  whofe  jurifdiaion  fuch  harbours 
may  be,  unlefs  they  are  conftrained  to  do  it 
againlt  their  will,  by  the  force  of  tempeftuous 
weather,  or  other  urgent  neceffity  for  avoiding 
the  danger  of  the  fea,  and  ihipwreck  ;  the 
which,  if  it  ihould  happen,  they  ihall  imme¬ 
diately  fhew  the  caufe  of  their  coming  thither 
to  the  prefident,  or  chief  magiftrate  of  that 
place  ;  nor  llrall  they  hay  there  any  longer 
time  than  they  are  allowed  by  the  prefident^or 
magiftracy  of  that  place ;  nor  ihall  they  commit 
any  holhlities  in  the  laid  harbours,  which  may 
be  detrimental  to  the  faid  Republic  or  King. 

Article  XIX. 

That  neither  the  faid  Republic,  nor  Kino-, 

ihall  fuffer  the  ihips  and  goods  of  either  of 
them,  or  of  their  people,  which  Ihall  at  any 
time  be  taken  by  the  enemies  or  rebels  of  the 
other,  and  brought  to  any  ports  or  places  of 
the  others’  countries,  to  be  conveyed  away 
from  the  right  owners,  or  transfer  the  property, 
but  the  fame  ihall  be  reftored  to  them,  or  their 
attornies  ;  provided  they  lay  claim  to  fuch 
ihips  before  they  are  fold  and  unladen;  and 
either  prove  their  right,  or  exhibit  teftimonies 
to  make  appear  their  property  in  them,  within 
three  months  after  the  faid  ihips  and  goods  are 
fo  brought  in  ;  in  the  mean  time,  the  pro¬ 
prietors  themfelves  ihall  pay  and  difeharge  the 
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necelTary  expences  for  the  prefervation  and 
keeping  of  the  faid  lhips  and  goods. 

Article  XX. 

# 

That  the  people  and  merchants  of  the  Re¬ 
public  of  England,  who  frequent  the  king¬ 
doms,  dominions,  and  countries  of  the  faid 
King,  upon  account  of  trade,  or  who  arrive 
at  this  harbour  with  their  lhips.  fhall  not  pay 
for  anchorage,  or  other  poll  charges,  or  any 
other  duties  or  fums  of  money  more  than  thole 
which  were  cuftomarily  paid  to  the  King,  and 
the  Chamber  ot  Lilbon  ;  but  if  any  ill  cuftom 
fliould  introduce  others  for  the  future,  they 
fhall  not  be  paid. 

Article  XXI. 

That  no  manner  of  tribute  ihall  be  de¬ 
manded  from  any  of  the  people  of  this  Repub¬ 
lic,  either  in  Lilbon,  or  in  any  other  place, 
to  be  expended  in  the  chapleof  St.  George,  nor 
fhall  they  be  compelled  to  hold  any  perfonal 
offices^  or  to  wear  any  fort  of  arms,  or  to  fur- 
nifh  others  therewith. 

Article  XXII . 

That  the  merchants  of  either  of  the  afore- 
faid  parties,  and  their  fadlors,  fervants,  negotia¬ 
tor  s  of  their  families,  or  other  fervitors,  mari¬ 
ners,  mailers  of  lhips,  and  people  of  the  navy, 
may  fecurely  and  freely  pals  to  and  fro  in  the 
dominions,  territories,  and  countries  of  the  faid 
Republic  and  King ;  as  alfo  in  their  harbours 
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and  on  their  out-fkirts :  and  the  people  and  fab- 
iecds  of  the  one  may  have  and  poftefs  dwelling- 
houfes  of  their  own  in  any  of  the  dominions  of 
the  other  ;  and  alfo  ware-houfes  for  keeping 
their  goods  and  merchandize,  as  long  as  they 
hire  them,  without  being  molcfted  by  any  bo¬ 
dy.  They  may  alfo  wear  fwords,  and  "carry 
with  them  both  offenfive  and  defenfive  arms,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  ufance  and  cuftom  of  the  place* 
that  they  may  the  better  be  able  to  defend  them- 
lelves  and  their  goods. 

Article  XXIII. 

That  all  goods  and  merchandizes  of  the 
faid  Republic  or  King,  or  of  their  people  or 
fubjedfc,  of  both  parties,  loadcn  on  board  the 
fhips  of  the  enemies  of  either,  being  there  found 
fliall  be  made  prize,  together  with  the  fame 
fhips,  and  fold  at  public  fale.  But  that  ail  the 
goods  of  the  enemies  of  either,  or  merchandize 
loaden  on  board  the  fhips  of  either  party,  or  of 
their  people  and  fubjefts,  fliall  be  untouched. 

Article  XXIV. 

That  all  juft  debts  owing  to  the  Englilh  by 
the  King  of  Portugal,  on  account  of  merchan¬ 
dize  taken  or  bought,  or  finally  of  fhips  load¬ 
en  either  before  or  after  putting  their  goods  or 
fequeftration  to  this  time,  ihall  be  paid  and  dis¬ 
charged  immediately,  within  two  years  next 
following:  and  that  all  recognizances,  bonds, 
and  furety-fhips,  given  and  entered  into  by  the 
Englilh  on  account  of  any  fhips  hitherto  laden 
by  the  King  of  Portugal,  or  any  of  his  fubjeds. 
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for  the  ports  of  Brazil  or  Angola,  and  after¬ 
wards  detained  in  any  of  his  Majefty's  har¬ 
bours,  or  feized  and  occupied  by  Prince  Ru¬ 
pert  and  Prince  Maurice,  or  hindered  in  any 
wife  by  the  laid  King,  or  by  any  of  his  offi¬ 
cers  or  minifters  from  being  able  to  perform 
their  contra&s,  lhall  from  this  time  forward 
be  cancelled,  broken,  and  made  null :  and 
that  neither  their  perfons,  nor  their  lhips  nor 
goods,  lhall  be  put  under  arreft,  or  in  any 
wife  molefted  by  the  faid  King,  or  by  any  of 
hisfubje&s,  on  account,  and  by  reafon  of  the 
faid  contra&s. 

Article  XXV. 

Whereas  there  was  a  convention  between  the 
new  parliament,  and  the  Ambaflador  Extraor¬ 
dinary  from  the  King  of  Portugal  ;  and  the 
faid  Ambaflador,  in  the  fecond  of  the  fix  Pre¬ 
liminary  Articles,  which  were  agreed  to  on  the 
29th  of  December,  1652,  obliged  himfelf,  that 
all  the  fhips,  goods,  monies,  and  debts,  ap¬ 
pertaining  to  any  Englilhmen  whomfoever, 
which  were  taken  and  detained  in  the  Domi  ni- 
ons  of  the  King  of  Portugal,  fhould  immedi¬ 
ately  be  freely  reftored  in  fpecie,  provided  they 
were  Bill  of  the  fame  value,  and  remain  in  the 
fame  good  condition  they  were  in  at  the  time 
when  they  were  find  detained,  but  if  they  are 
grown  worfe  than  they  were,  then  fatisfa&ion 
fhould  be  given  for  them,  according  to  their 
true  price  or  value  when  they  were  firft  de¬ 
tained.  But  as  to  the  compenlation  of  the  da¬ 
mages,  they  being  afeertained  by  a  declaration 
ox  the  Council,  in  their  letter  bearing  date  the 

K  fifteenth 
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fifteenth  of  November  1652,  and  therein  de¬ 
clared  by  the  Council,  that  it  was  not  their  in¬ 
tentions  to  prcfs  and  demand  reftitution  by  ri- 
goui  of  law,  but  only  in  fuch  manner  as 
fhould  be  conformable  to  equity  and  rcafon  : 

that  the  Ambaftador  might  witnels  his  in¬ 
clinations  to  procure  a  peac?,  upon  this  fuP- 
pofition  he  obliged  himfeif,  that  the  damages 
fhould  be  made  good.  In  the  fifth  Article  of 
she  laid  Preliminaries,  the  faid  Ambaftador 
farther  took  upon  him,  or  engaged,  that  ail 
the  fhips  and  goods  of  the  Engfifh,  which  by 
the  princes  Rupert  and  Adaurice,  or  by  any 
fhip  whatfocver  under  their  command,  have 
been  carried  to  Portugal,  and  there  difpofed 
of,  or  are  ftill  remaining,  or  either  by  them 
01  their  command,  have  been  carried  again 
from  thence  ;  fhall  either  immediately  be  re- 
ftored  to  their  owners  and  proprietors,  or  re¬ 
paration  and  iatisfadfion  lhall  be  given  for 
them.  And  becaufe  tome  controverfies  are  ftill 
remaining  concerning  the  petitions  or  demands 
of  the  merchants  and  others,  touching  fatisfac- 
tion ;  to  the  end  thefe  petitions  or  demands, 
thefe  complaints  of  right  and  equity  may  be 
judged  and  determined,  it  was  by  both  parties 
con  trad  ted,  concluded  and  agreed  upon,  that 
the  faid  petitions  or  demands  about  the  da¬ 
mages  and  fatisfadlions,  lhall  be  referred, 
as  they  are  by  thefe  prefents  referred  to  the 
judgment,  award  and  l'entence,  of  Dr.  Walter 
Walker,  John  Crowther,  Dr.  Henry  da  Sylva, 
Secretary  of  the  Embafty,  and  Francis  Perrei- 
ra  Rebella,  Agent  in  the  affairs  of  the  laid  Em- 
bafty,  indifferent  perfons,  and  chofen  as  well 
on  the  part  of  the,  King  of  Portugal,  as  of  the 
•  •  Lord 
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Lord  Pro  teller  ;  who  by  thefePrefentsarc  made 
and  conflituted  recognizers,  arbitrators,  and 
judges,  to  hear  and  examine  all  and  every  one 
of  the  demands  and  complaints  of  every  one  of 
the  merchants  and  mailers  of  ihips,  and  others 
who  claim  a  right  to  all  or  any  of  the  lhips, 
monies,  debts,  merchandizes,  and  all  other 
goods  whatfoever,  mentioned  in  the  (aid  preli¬ 
minary  articles :  which  arbitrators  lhall  meet 
and  fet  in  the  city  of  London,  on  the  20th  Day 
of  July  next,  O.  S.  and  the  fame  day  they  lhall 
take  a  folemn  oath  before  the  judges  of  the 
High  Court  of  Admiralty  of  England,  that  they 
will  renounce  all  favour  or  refpeef  to  either 
party,  and  all  private  intereft  in  judging  the 
matters  to  them  referred  ;  and,  by  thefe  Pre- 
fents  they  are  inftituted  and  authorifed  to  fum- 
nion  any  Perfons  whatfoever,  and  to  order  \  uch 
depofitions  and  papers  to  be  laid  before  them, 
as  lhall  have  any  relation  to  the  bufinefs  referred 
to  them  ;  and,  whether  they  take  the  laid  oath# 
or  not,  they  lhall,  in  a  luminary  way,  examine 
and  enquire  into  the  truth  of  all  thefe  petitions 
and  complaints,  and  alfo  all  and  every  one  of 
the  damages  which  were  occafioned  by  the  faid 
arrefts  and  detainers.  And  the  faid  arbitrators 
are  authorifed  by  thefe  Prefents  to  finiih  all  the 
caufes  above-mentioned,  and  to  liquidate,  ad* 
judge,  and  finally  determine,  the  damages  or 
Ioffes,  as  they,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  in 
their  diferetion  and  confciences,  lhall  judge  to 
be  juftice  and  equity,  and  to  publilh  their  final 
in  writing  under  their  hands  j  which 
fentence,  fo  publifhed,  lhall  bind  and  oblige 
both  parties,  without  any  appeal,  revifal,  or 
redemption  whatioever.  And  the  faid  King 
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binds  himfelf  effeftually  to  perform,  keep,  and 
ob  erve  the  fame,  in  all  its  members  and  ar¬ 
ticles,  as  alio  to  pay,  or  caufe  to  be  paid  fuch 
fum  or  fums  of  money  as  ihall  be  adjudged  him 
as  aforefaid.  And  befides  which  it  is  agreed, 
that  if  the  iaid  arbitrators  do  not  agree  and  fi¬ 
nally  determine  upon  the  faid  things  to  them 
rt  tiled,  before  the  firft  of  September  next, 
O.  S.  then  the  faid  petitions  or  demands,  which 
are  left  undetermined  by  the  faid  arbitrators, 
fhall  be  lubnntted,  as  they  are  by  thefe  Prefents 
fubmitted,  to  fuch  perfon  of  the  faid  Lord  Pro- 
teaor’s  Council,  _  as  the  faid  Lord  Protector 
ihall  nominate,  within  any  time  whatfoever,  af¬ 
ter  the  firft  of  September  next :  for  which  end 
the  faid  Lord  Protector  ihall  by  his  mandate 
authorise  fuch  perfon  fo  nominated  finally  to 
determine  upon  all  and  every  one  of  the  peti¬ 
tions  or  demands  aforefaid.  And  if  before  the 
pronunciation  of  fentence  by  the  faid  Counfel- 
lor,  any  papers  fhould  arrive  from  Portugal,  or 
any  procurator  to  follicit  about  any  of’ thofe 
caufes,  the  faid  Counfellor  ihalt  give  them  a 
new  hearing,  and  the  fentence  which  ihall  be 
given  by  fuch  perfon  fo  inftituted  under  his 
hand  and  feal,  ihall  conclude  and  bind  both 
parties,  and  the  fame  fhall  be  duly  complied 
with  and  executed.  And  for  the  greater  cau¬ 
tion  and  fecurity  that  fuch  fum  of  money  as 
ihall  be  adjudged  by  the  faid  arbitrators  or  ar¬ 
bitrator  may  be  honeftly  paid,  it  is  agreed  and 
concluded,  that  one  moiety  of  the  duties  and 
cuftoms  of  Portugal,  arifing  from  all  the  goods 
and  merchandize  whatfoever  of  the  natives  and 
populace  of  this  Republic,  who  trade  to  Por¬ 
tugal,  ihall  immediately  after  the  date  of  this 

treaty 
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treaty,  be  applied  to  the  faid  payment.  Which 
moiety  lhall  from  time  to  time  be  paid  to  that 
perfon  which  the  LordProtector  fhall  nominate  : 
thereby  giving  fatisfaction  to  the  merchants, 
matters  of  fhips,  and  proprietors,  for  their 
lofTes  or  damages. 

Article  XXVL 

It  was  concluded  and  agreed  upon  that  this 
prefent  peace  and  confederacy  fhall  not  be  bro¬ 
ken  by  any  other  league  or  confederacy  either 
already  made  or  that  lhall  be  made  by  the  moft 
Serene  Protestor  of  England  and  King  of  Por¬ 
tugal,  with  any  other  princes  or  Republics 
whatfoever ;  but  this  peace  and  confederacy 
fhall  be  intirely  kept,  and  its  effeds  always  re¬ 
main  in  full  force. 

Article  XXVII. 

It  was  agreed  and  concluded  that  both  parties 
lhall  truly  and  firmly  obferve  and  put  in  ex¬ 
ecution  the  prefent  treaty  and  all  and  every  one 
of  the  things  therein  contained  and  compre¬ 
hended  and  caufe  the  fame  to  be  obferved  and 
performed  by  the  people  and  fubjects  of  the  one 
and  the  other  party. 

Article  XXVIII. 

It  was  agreed  and  concluded  that  the  prefent 
treaty  and  all  and  every  one  of  the  things  there¬ 
in  contained  and  concluded,  lhall  be  Ratified  by 
the  faid  Lord  Protector  and  King  by  the  Letters 
Patent  of  both  parties,  adorned  with  the  Great 

Seal 
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Seal  ia  due  and  authentic  form,  within  fix 
months  next  enfuing  ;  and  within  thefaid  time 
mutual  Inftruments  fhall  be  delivered  on  both 
fides  :  and  alio  this  peace  and  confederacy  fhall 
immediately  (after  the  delivery  and  exchange  of 

the  mftruments)be  proclaimed  in  the  ufual  forms 
and  places. 


In  truth  and  teftimony  of  all  which.  We  the 
Commiiiioners  of  his  Highnefs  the  Lord 
Protector,  and  the  Ambafladors  Extraor¬ 
dinary  of  the  Moll  Serene  King,  by  vir¬ 
tue  of  our  refpective  commiffions  and  full 
powers,  have  figned  the  prefent  treaty 
with  our  hands,  and  fealed  it  with  our 
feals.

His  M?jefty's  AmbafTador  Extraordinary  in  London* 

That  the  people  and  inhabitants  of  England, 
trading  (as  has  been  already  mentioned)  in 
the  kingdoms  dominions  ports  or  territories  of 
the  faid  King  ihall  not  pay  more  duties  and  taxes 
but  only  in  the  manner  following  viz.  That 
iheEngliih  goods  merchandize  and  manufactures 
Ihall  never  exceed  23  per  Cent,  on  their  valua¬ 
tion  for  the  payments  of  the  duties ;  and  they 
Ihall  be  favourably  valued,  according  to  the 
regimen  of  the  Cuftom  Houfe,  and  the  ancient 
laws  of  the  kingdom,  and  fuppofing  there 
ihould  be  any  motive  for  railing  the  valuation, 
by  reafon  of  a  rife  in  the  real  value  of  goods  or 
merchandize,  it  Ihall  not  be  done  but  by  the 
confent  and  in  the  prefence  of  two  Englilli  mer¬ 
chants  who  relide  and  dwell  in  Portugal,  and 
are  chofen  by  the  Englilli  Conful  ;  and  grant¬ 
ing  that  the  merchandize  Ihould  fall  from  its 
prelent  or  luture  exa£t  value,  the  valuation 
and  doubt  (hall  be  determined  by  difinterefted 
perfons  who  Ihall  be  chofen  by  the  Englifh  Con¬ 
ful, 
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ful  and  the  officers  of  the  Cuftom  Houfe,  and 
the  abovefaid  Inhabitants  of  the  faid  kingdom 
trading  in  the  laid  dominions  and  lordihips  of 
this  Republic  fhall  pay  the  prefent  taxes  and 
duties  as  they  are  newly  impofed  and  fettled  in 
this  prefent  month  of  May  1654,  according  to 
the  ufance  and  laws  of  the  place  both  parties°ob- 
ferving  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  each  place 
reflectively.  And  thus  it  was  agreed  uoon 
and  concluded,  that  the  abovefaid  article, 
and  every  thing  contained  therein,  fhall  be 
confirmed  or  ratified  by  the  faid  King,  and  by 
the  faid  Lord  Protector,  by  the  Letters  Patent 
of  the  one  and  the  other  party,  fealed  with 
the  Great  Seal,  in  due  and  authentic  form, 
within  fix  months  next  following;  and  within 
the  faid  time  inftruments  fhall  be  parted  or  ex¬ 
changed  by  the  one  and  the  other  party.

DOtf  John,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of 
Portugal,  and  of  the  Algarves  of  this 
fide,  and  beyond  the  feas  in  Africa,  Lord  of 
Guiney,  and  the  Conqueft,  navigation,  com¬ 
merce  of  Ethiopia,  Arabia*  Perfia,  and  the  In¬ 
dies,  &c.  To  all  julfices,  commiffioners,  audi¬ 
tors  judgers,  judges,  officers  of  juftice,  and

Enghlh  nation,  then  refiding  in  this  city  • 
w  heiein  they  fet  forth,  that  among  the 
laws,  charters,  and  decrees,  which  the  So- 
vt reign  of  thefe  kingdoms  had  granted  in 
their  favour,  it  was  provided,  that  no  bai- 
lilf,  or  conftable,  fhould  enter  their  lioufes,  to 
execute  any  warrants,  or  mandates,  on  their 
perfons,  or  goods ;  nor,  fhould  it  be  done  in

And 
like  wife,  that  they  fhould  not  be  imprifoned, 
or  detained  in  prifon,  even  in  a  criminal  cafe, 
oth.erwiffi,  tlian  by  the  mandate  of  my  laid  au¬ 
ditor,  their  Judge  Confervator,  without  ho¬ 
mage,  according  to  the  proviflonal  law  of  the 
King,  Don  Emanuel ;  who,  we  hope,  is  taken 
into  glory  ;  and,  that  likewife,  they  were  am 
thonfed  to  carry  arms  offenfive,  and  de  fen  five, 
in  all  this  kingdom,  as  well  by  night  as  by 
day,  before,  or  after  the  ringing  of  the  even¬ 
ing-bell,  either  with  light,  or  without  light* 
and  enter  with  them  into  the  prohibited  places 
of  all  this  kingdom.

the  petitioners  were  Grangers,  they  condemned 
them  in  1000  reis,  or  at  leaif,  in  500  reis. 
And,  likewife,  when  they  went  out  of  this 
city  about  their  bufmefs,  the  juftices  of  the 
country  villages  uled  to  vex  and  difturb  them  ; 
and  they  would  not  keep,  or  have  any  regard 
to  their  faid  priv hedges,  but  rather  put  dilfe- 
rent  and  wrong  conitrudhons  upon  them,  in 
order  to  vex  and  trouble  the  faid  petitioners, 
and  they  took  away  their  arms,  which  they 
carried,  and  were  authorifed  to  carry. 

They  begged  of  me,  and  of  my  laid  au¬ 
ditor,  their  Judge  Confervator,  to  declare  by 
his  difpatch,'  that  they  were  authorifed  to  ufe 
the  faid  arms,  and,  that  if  any  officer  of  jus¬ 
tice  had  a  mind  to  impeach  them,  it  fhould 
be  done  before  their  Judge  Confervator,  and, 
no  other  judge,  or  juftice,  whatloever,  under 
penalty  of  being  fufpended  from  their  offices, 
and  falling  under  the  lafh  of  their  priviledges, 
and  they  would  thankfully  receive  the  favour 

done  them. - This  was  the  contents  of  the 

faid  petition  :  Together  with  which,  Thomas 
Boftock,  an  Englifhman,  prefented  the  charter 
of  the  liberties  and  priviledges  of  the  Englilli 
nation,  in  which  were  inferted  the  fubicquent 
papers  and  articles,  viz.

^  Don  Emanuel,  by  the  grace  of  God, 
King  of  Portugal,  and  of  the  Algarves,  &c! 
I  o  all  to  whom  thefe  our  letters  may  come, 
health,  and  defire  of  love.  And,  whereas  we 
are  accuftomed  to  honour  fuch  as  are  worthy, 
and  with  liberal  beneficence  tread  in  the  paths 
of  honour  :  And  whereas  our  approv'd  of  fub- 
jed,  Simon  Lopes,  having  applied  to  us,  with 
his  accuftomed  humanity,  we  have  heard  him, 
and  liberally  granted  his  requeft,  as  will  appear 
by  thefe  our  letters,  wherein  may  be  fern  our 
giacious  favours  in  behalf  of  the  efteemed  gen¬ 
tlemen  Anthony  de  Belver  and  Conrado  Selim 
in  their  own  names,  and  in  the  names  of  their 
company  of  noble  merchants  of  the  Auguft 
and  Imperial  City,  and  other  towns  of  Ger¬ 
many  ;  wherein  they  fignified  to  us  their  de- 
lire  of  fettling  a  horde  of  their  company  in  this 
city  of  Lilbon,  in  order  to  negociate,  trade,  and 
merchandize  in  our  kingdoms,  if  we  approved 
of  granting  them  fume  favours  and  liberties, 
which  they  requeued  of  us,  conformable  to 
Inch  as  were  given  them  in  other  countries  ; 
and  as  we  have  nnderftood  their  requeft,  and 
confidered  how  much  honour  and  humanity 

is 
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is  due  to  fuch  gentlemen,  as  well  upon  account 
of  their  perfons,  as  being  worthy  of  all  favour, 
as  on  account  of  their  commodious  trade, 
which  according  to  our  opinion  will  be  ad¬ 
vantageous  for  our  people ;  as  alfo  on  account 
of  their  being  imperial  citizens  of  the  Au"nft 
Emperor  of  the  Romans,  Maximilian  our  be¬ 
loved  coufin.  For  which  reafons  we  confent 
to  theii  petition  with  very  good  will,  granting 
them  the  liberties  and  priviledges  they  defire, 
the  which  have  never  been  granted  to  any  o- 
thers,  or  even  to  our  own  fubjedis,  as  in  thefe 

letters  will  appear  and  be  contained  at  large 
viz.  °  ’ 


In  the  fir  ft  place,  we  make  over  a  freedom 
to  the  faid  noble  merchants,  whereby  they 
may  freely  negociate,  trade,  fell  and  buy,  in 
all  our  kingdoms,  and  dominions,  either  by 
their  own  proper  perfons,  or  by  their  factors, 
and  fervants.  It  is  our  will,  and  we  command, 
that  whenfoever  their  merchandize  arrives  in 
any  fhip  or  vefiel  before,  or  in  the  port  of  or 
near  this  city,  at  the  time  of  unloading,  ’be¬ 
fore  any  thing  be  unladen,  our  difcharging  of- 
ncers,.  fhall  firft  acquaint  them  of  the  time 
they  intend  to  go  on  board ;  that  if  they 
pleafe  they  come  and  bring  boats  with  them, 
and  therein  fee  their  goods  unloaden ;  but  if 
they  do  not  come  or  fend  within  three  hours 
a  little  more  or  lefs,  then  the  faid  officers  may 

unload,  although  the  owners  of  the  goods  are 
on  fhorc  m  the  city.  6 

It  is  our  commands,  that  as  foon  as  their 
goods  are  brought  into  thecuftom-houfe;  they 
lhall  immediately  pay  the  decima  and  fiza  - 
except  for  woollen  cloths,  of  which  they  fhall 

<;  pay 
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pay  the  fiza  at  the  time  of  bale,  according  to 
the  preterit  practice,  and  as  it  is  contained  in 
our  articles,  which  fizas  ihall  be  paid  to  the 
officers  of  the  tables,  whercunto  fuch  duties  do 
belong,  and  they  fball  enter  the  fame  in  their 
books  as  paid,  that  all  doubts  about  the  pay¬ 
ment  may  be  avoided  for  the  future.  And  fo 
foon  as  they  have  paid  the  duties,  and  received 
the  faid  goods  in  their  own  poifeffion,  they 
may  carry  them  where  they  pleafe,  all  over 
our  kingdoms  and  dominions,  without  being 
obliged,  to  acquaint  any  body  of  their  moving 
from  place  to  place,  or  of  the  files  they  make 
of  the  faid  goods,  much  lefs  Ihall  they  be  ob¬ 
liged  to  enter  or  take  out  a  permit,  from  am 
of  our  offices  of  inland  duties,  nor  Ihall  they 
incur  any  penalty,  or  be  deemed  as  fmugglers 
on  account  of  their  not  entering  the  fame,  or 
taking  out  a  permit,  for  moving  their  mer¬ 
chandize  from  place  to  place,  according  to 
the  method  ordained  by  our  charters,  articles, 
and  laws  :  and  this  is  to  be  underflood  of  fuch 
goods  and  merchandize  as  have  paid  our  du¬ 
ties,  and  have' cleared,  of  which  they  fhall  have 
certificates  from  our  officers,  that  by  virtue  of 
the  fame  they  may  carry,  and  fell  their  mer¬ 
chandize  all  over  our  kingdoms,  without  pay¬ 
ing  any  thing  more,  and  they  Ihall  be  treat¬ 
ed  in  the  fame  manner  as  the  Flemings,  as  is 
contained  in  their  priviledges. 

It  is  our  will  and  pleafure,  that  no  officer, 
nor  farmer  of  the  duties,  nor  any  other  per- 
fon  whatfoever,  ihall  enter  into  their  houfes, 
to  fearch,  nor  Ihall  they  in  any  wife  opprefs 
them,  except  by  mandate  of  our  Accomptant 
General :  He  firft  having  information  from 

fome 
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feme  unfufpefied  perfon,  or  perfon?,  making 
it  appear,  that  they  have  in  their  houfes  fome 
•counterband,  or  run  goods,  and  when  inch  an 
occafion  ihall  offer  of  lending  to  their  lioufe, 
it  ihall  be  done  by  one  ferivener  of  thecuftom- 
Jioufe,  and  one  of  the  farmers  of  the  duties,  if 
there  be  any,  and  without  the  faid  ferivener 
they  ihall  not  go  to  their  houfes  to  fcarch  for 
the  laid  counterband  goods. 

It  is  our  will  and  pleafure,  that  they  ilia  11 
not  pay  any  duties,  either  for  the  provisions, 
or  the  furniture  they  import'  for  the  life  of 
their  houle,  much  lefs  fhall  the^aiiy  duties  for 
the  woollen  cloths  they  import  for  c loathing 
their  factors  and  lervants,  allowing  them  two 
fuits  a  year  for  each  perfon;  alio  canvals  and 
wrappers  of  hemp  for  bags,  and  crocus  for  their 
merchandize,  they  depoiing  on  oath,  that  they 
import  all  thole  things  for  their  own  private 
ufe,  and  not  for  fale  ;  bee  a  ufe,  if  they  arc  for 
fale,  they  ihall  pay  the  uiual  duties. 

It  is  our  will  and  pleafure,  and  we  com-’ 

«  mand,  that  none  of  our  officers  of  jultice  pre- 
fume  to  enter  into  their  houfes,  except  the  faid 
Corregidor,  or  fuch  as  Ihall  be  lent  by  him, 
and  no  other,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty  cru¬ 
zados  forfeiture  to  their  ufe  ;  except  the  of¬ 
ficers  of  juftice  are  in  purfuit  of  fome  malc- 
fador  detc&ed  in  any  flagrant  crime  ;  in  lucfi 
cafe  they  may  enter  into  their  houfes!  . 

It,  is  our  will  and  pleafure,  that  theV'lhall 
carry  arms  not  only  themfelvcs,  but  alio  their 
domeftick  fervants,  and  attendants,  fo  far  as 
fix  of  them  in  number,  which  arms  they  may 
carry  bv  night,  and  by  day,  all  over  our  king¬ 
doms  and  dominions,  as  well  before  the  rine- 
,  ‘  r  o  • 
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mg  of  the  evening-bell,  as  afterwards,  with 
or  without  light,  provided,  however,  that  th-v 
do  not  ufe  them  otherwife,  than  they  ought  to 
do  ;  and  this,  notwithflanding  our  laws  to  the 
contrary  :  The  which  fervants,  however,  lhall 

not  be  Spaniards,  for  none  of  that  nation  lhall 
enjoy  this  liberty. 

It  is  our  will  and  pleafure,  and  our  order 
that  any  perfon  whatfoever,  who  will  not  ob- 
ferve,  keep,  and  comply  withthefe  their  privi- 
ledges,  or  doth  any  thing  contradi&ory  to 
them,  fuch  perfon  fhall  incur  the  penalty  of  cq 
cruzadoes,  in  which  he  lhall  be  condemned  for 
the  ufe  of  the  hofpital  of  All  Saints  in  this  city  • 
and  by  thefe  prefents  we  command  our  Ac- 
comptant-General,  that  he  knowing  of  any  per- 
lon  who  will  not  keep  and  comply  with  thefe 
priviledges,  according  as  is  therein  contained 
and  declared,  lhall  immediately  caule  execution 
to  be  made  for  levying  the  penalty  on  the  faid 
perfon,  which  lhall  immediately  be  delivered 
to  our  General-Receiver  of  the  faid  hofpital, 
and  charged  in  the  books,  for  every  time  they- 
violate  thefe  priviledges,  or  do  any  thing  con¬ 
trary  thereunto  ;  belides  which  we  command 
all  other  juftices  and  officers  of  juftice  whom  it 
may  concern,  that  they  obferve  this  declara¬ 
tion,  and  fee  that  it  be  mtirely  kept  and  com¬ 
plied  with,  together  with  all  other  priviledges 
they  have  obtain’d  ot  us ;  effect  ualty  putting 
the  faid  penalty  in  execution  ;  forafmuch  as  it 
is  our  will  and  intention  that  the  grace  and  fa¬ 
vour  wc  lhew  them  lhall  in  all  things  be  under¬ 
hood  to  redound  more  to  their  advantage  than 
to  their  prejudice ;  and  becaufe  our  pleafure  is 
fuch,  we  have  commanded  this  our  Alvara,  or 

law. 
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law  figned  by  us,  to  be  given  in  their  favour ; 
the  which  ihall  be  as  valid  as  if  it  had  been  our 
Letter,  regiftered  in  the  Court  of  Chancery, 
notwithflanding  any  law  or  ordinance  there 
may  be  to  the  contrary.  Done  in  Almeyrim 
the  7th  Day  of  February,  in  the  Year  1411, 
Written  by  Andrew  Pireo. 

By  the  faid  privilege  which  we  have  granted 
them,  they  may  load  their  merchandize  in  any 
thips  they  pleafe,  as  well  Portuguefe  as  Gran¬ 
gers,  trading  and  lading  from  the  iflands :  and 
befides  this  we  make  them  our  natives ;  and  we 
are  juft  now  informed,  that  at  the  Caza  do  Vero 
Pezo,  the  officers  put  doubts  and  difficulties  to 
them,  when  they  loaded  their  goods  in  foreign 
lhips,  as  our  faid  natives  are  wont  to  do ;  from 
whence  it  follows  that  it  is  of  damage  to  them, 
Jo  be  priviledg'd  perfons,  which  was  not  our 
intention,  but  rather  we  intended  to  do  them 
all  favour  and  honour.  Therefore  for  the  de¬ 
claration  of  which  it  is  our  will  and  pleafure, 
that  as  well  in  this  cafe,  as  in  any  other  what- 
foever  which  they  have  a  mind*  to  enjoy  as 
Grangers,  they  may  do  it ;  becaufe  we  will  not 
have  it  fo  that  their  priviledges  ihall  lclfen  any 
favour  granted  them  as  Grangers,  if  it  be  pol- 
lible  to  avoid  it.  And  therefore  they  have  for 
their  priviledge,  that  no  officer  of  Juftice  what¬ 
soever  can  enter  into  their  houfcs,  without  an 
order  from  their  faid  Judge,  under  certain  pe¬ 
nalties  ;  and  we  are  informed  that  fome  officers 
and  perfons  have  meddled  with  them,  and  with 
things  belonging  to  them,  and  have  ufed  them 
ill  ;  and,  in  order  to  provide  againft  this,  it  is 

our 
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our  will  and  pleafure,  and  we  require,  tliat  no 
officer  of  ours,  either  ditlurb  or  meddle  with 
them,  or  any  thing  that  belongs  to  them,  except 
their  laid  Judges,  or  any  by  their  order.  And 
if  any  fuch  cafe  fhould  happen,  wherein  their 
perfons  and  their  faff  or  s  ought  to  be  taken  into 
cuftody  and  imprifoned  ;  it  is  our  will  and  plea¬ 
sure  that  they  fhall  be  conduced  to  the  caftle 
by  their  laid  Judge  or  his  bailiff  in  perfon,  and 
not  by  their  fervants  or  followers  ;  and  if  the 
caufe  of  their  imprifonment  be  fuch  as  will  ad¬ 
mit  of  bail,  we  command  that  immediately, 
without  other  delay  the  faid  bail  may  be  taken. 
Thus  ffands  the  cafe,  wherein  it  is  fo  largely 
contained  and  declared,  and  was  contained  and 
declared  in  the  faid  priviledges  and  petition, 
the  which  being  prefcnted  to  me,  and  by  me 
confidered,  as  alfo  by  my  faid  auditor  Dr.  Ni¬ 
cholas  Dias  Tinoco,  I  therein  pronounce  my 
dilpatch  as  followeth,  viz. 

Let  them  make  ufe  of  arms  as  is  exprefTed  in 
their  priviledges ;  and,  for  this  end,  the  charters 
and  mandates  they  petition  for  ihall  be  granted 
and  drawn  out  for  them  in  authentic  form, 
wherein  ihall  be  included  the  article  that  fpeaks 
of  arms,  and  that  other  juftices  cannot  enter 
their  houfes  without  an  order  from  this  Confer- 
vatory  ;  and  all  bailiffs,  conftables,  and  all  other 
officers  of  juft  ice,  that  ihall  do  any  thing  to  the 
contrary,  ihall  immediately  be  notified  by  the 
icrivencr  of  the  faid  Confervatory,  that  without 
the  approbation  of  this  court,  they  meddle  not 
with  thefe  priviledged  perfons,  under  the  penal¬ 
ty  of  being  fufpended  from  their  offices,  and 

fall- 
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falling  under  our  difpleafure.  Lifbon,  tke  nth

And  this  difpatch  being  put  to  the  faid  pe¬ 
tition,  by  virtue  thereof  this  prefent  charter  of 
priviledges  was  parted  or  drawn  out  in  authen¬ 
tic  form,  for  all  in  general,  and  every  one  in 
particular ;  by  which  I  command,  fo  foon  as 
this  fhall  be  prefented  to  you,  being  firft  re- 
giftered  in  my  Chancery,  you  comply  with  it, 
and  keep  it,  and  caufe  that  it  may  be  very  in- 
tirely  complied  with,  and  kept,  in  the  manner 
as  is  therein  contained  ;  and  in  complying 
therewith,  ye  fhall  not  hurt,  moleft,  nor  vex 
the  faid  Thomas  Boftock,  nor  his  fervants  and 
faftors ;  nor  ihall  ye  do,  or  caufe  to  be  done, 
any  aft  or  afts,  as  ferving  writs,  warrants,  &c. 
upon  him,  or  his  houle,  except  it  be  done  by 
the  mandate  of  the  faid  my  auditor,  his  com¬ 
petent  Judge  Confervator,  and  not  by  the 
mandate  of  any  other  judge,  without  approba¬ 
tion  of  this  Confervatory  ;  it  being  fo  decreed 
them  by  a  charter  granted  in  favour  of  the 
Englifh,  by  the  King  Don  Emanuel  (who  we 
hope  is  taken  into  glory.)  But  rather  ye  fhall 
render,  or  caufe  to  be  rendered  him  all  favour 
and  honour.  The  which  let  one  and  another 
fo  comply  with,  and  nothing  to  the  contrary 
fhall  ye  do,  nor  ihall  ye  put  any  doubt  or  de¬ 
lay  to  the  obfervance  of  it ;  left  the  penalty  of 
50  cruzadoes  be  levied  upon  you,  and  ye  fall 
under  the  lafh  ot  the  laid  priviledges,  and  of 
being  fufpended,  &c.

out  firft  having  an  order  for  fo  doing  from  the 


Judge  Confervator  ;  the  faid  article  is  fo  little 
regarded  that  Englifhmen  are  every  day  feiz’d 
and  taken  into  cuflody,  without  the  preceden¬ 
cy  of  fuch  order  from  the  Judge  Confervator ; 
fo  that  the  iaid  article  is  by  no  means  obferv’d, 
or  complied  with ;  and  becaufe,  according 
to  the  wording  thereof,  it  is  faid,  that  only  in 
flagrant  crimes  the  Englifh  could  be  imprifon- 
ed  by  any  of  my  minifters,  and  in  other 
cafes,  recourfe  ought  to  be  had  to  the  Confer¬ 
vator,  or  that  he  lhould  write  his  confent  to 
the  orders  of  other  Judges  before  they  lhould 
be  valid  : 
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I  recommend  to  the  Lord  Chief  Juftice  of 
the  Houfe  of  Supplication,  that  he  caufe  the 
faid  article  to  be  obferved  in  its  due  form.

I  the  King,  make  known  to  whom  this  my 
Alvara,  or  Law  may  come,  that  by  the 
courts,  which  I  held  in  this  city  of  Liibon,  on 
the  28th  of  January,  1641,  a  reply  to  which 
I  commanded  to  be  given,  in  the  year  1642, 
it  was  requeued  of  me  by  the  Irate,  in  chapter' 
55,  that  I  would  pleafe  to  exempt  all  wheat 
imported  from  the  Iflands,  and  other  parts  be¬ 
yond  the  feas,  from  paying  any  duties  in  this 
kingdom,  it  being  a  proviiion  abl’olutely  neccf- 
fary  for  the  inhabitants  thereof:  And,  as  I  have 
maturely  conlidered  the  convenience  and  good 
of  the  common-weal  of  the  kingdom,  and  o- 
tlier  fob  jeers,  and  for  other  reafons,.  for  which 
I  am  accuftomed  to  grant  what  is  requeued 
of  me  by  temporal  laws,  and  by  their  means 
to  (hew  grace  and  favour ;  it  is  my  will  and 
pleafure,  that  the  wheat  which  comes  to  this 
kingdom,  as  well  from  the  Iflands,  as  from  any 
.  •  •  •  other 
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other  parts  beyond  the  Teas,  iliall  not  pay  any 
manner  of  duty;  from  which  it  iliall  be  exem¬ 
pted,  and  free  for  ever.  I  therefore,  command 
the  inlpedors  of  my  treafury,  judges,  juftices, 
commiffioners,  and  all  other  officers  of  juftice,

ALL  wheat,  barley,  rye,  Indian  corn,  and 
pulfe  that  are  brought  into  this  city  from 
any  foreign  parts  whatsoever,  fhali  not  pay 
any  manner  of  duties  in  this  cuftom-houfe  ^ 
nor  flefh-meat,  cheefe,  or  butter  forafmuch 
as  I  have  fhewn  favour  to  the  chamber  and 
people  of  the  faid  city,  to  free  the  faid  things 
from  duties  3  and,  in  the  fame  manner,  arms, 
powder,  horfes,  gold,  filver  in  lump,  or  in 
coin,  and  books,  fhali  not  pay  any  duty  what- 
foever  in  the  faid  city,  and  cuftom-houfe 
thereof.  But  all  other  things,  and  any  kinds

I  the  King  make  known,  to  whom  this  Alva- 
ra,  or  Law,  fhall  come,  that  as  I  am  de- 
firous  to  oblige  the  Englilh  nation,  with  par¬ 
ticular  marks  of  my  royal  favour,  on  account 
of  the  ancient  friendfhip,  or  alliance  which  I 
have  had  with  that  crown,  and  now  in  parti¬ 
cular,  in  refpedi  of  fome  motives  which  induce' 
me  to  it:  it  is  my  will  and  pleafure  to  lhew 
grace  unto  the  Englilh  merchants,  and  others 
of  the  fame  nation,  reliding  in  thefe  kingdoms 
and  dominions  of  Portugal,  who  havenot  been 
therein  naturalized,  by  exempting  them  from 
paying  the  decima  on  their  hock,  winch  all 
the  other  dwellers  in  tills  kingdom  pay  :  And  I 

grant 
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.  grant  them  liberty,  that  they  fhall  not  be  ob¬ 
liged  to  keep  horles ;  and  it  they  have  any  for 
their  own  fervice,  they  ihall  not  be  taken  from 
them  againft  their  will,  nor  fhall  they  be  oblig’d 
to  any  other  charge  of  war.  And  becaufe  the 
publication  of  this  priviledge  may  be  followed 
with  great  inconveniencies,  this  alvara  or  law 
fhall  remain  in  all  fecrefy  ;  and  for  the  better 
keeping  it  fo,  it  fhall  not  go  out  of  the  hands 
of  the  Englilh  Conful  for  the  time  being  refid- 
ing  in  my  Court ;  nor  ihall  it  be  regiftered  in 
any  other  book  but  in  that  of  Secrets,  in  the 
Secretary’s  Office,  in  the  expedient  or  original 
writing  from  whence  this  was  tranfcribed  in  Al¬ 
cantara,  the  29th  of  May  1656.  And  I  Peter 
Severinde  Noronha  wrote  this  by  particular 
command  of  his  Majefty,  whom  God  preferve.

for  the  guard  ;  which  fentence  lies  in  the  office 
of  the  Efcrivener,  Chriftopher  de  Campos.  Al- 
fo  no  duty  fhall  be  paid  for  bifcuit,  or  any  o- 
ther  fpecies  of  Bread*,  cannon-fhot  of  iron  or 
bell-metal,  bandeliers,  pikes,  and  mufkets.  But 
however  thefe  things  ought  to  pafs  through  the 
Cuftom-Houfe,  and  the  accoutrements  of  war 
be  offered  to  the  fervice  of  the  King  ;  and,  if 
he  has  no  occasion  for  them,  then  the  owners 
thereof  may  carry  them  where  they  pleafe.

T  the  King  make  known,  to  whom  this  Alvara 
A  or  Law  may  come,  that  the  Englifh  mer¬ 
chants  reading  in  the  Weftern  iflands  lent  to 
acquaint  me  by  their  petition,  that  I  had  been 
pleafed  to  command,  among  other  agreements 
and  refolutions  of  the  Treaty  of  Peace  lately 
concluded  with  the  LordProteifor  of  England, 
that  they  might  tranfport  and  carry  any  fort  of 
merchandize,  which  had  paid  the  duties  in  any 
one  port,  to  any  other  ports  or  places,  without 
paying  any  more  duties,  or  any  manner  of  tri¬ 
bute,  befides  what  is  paid  by  the  native  Portu- 
gueze  themfelvcs,  for  the  goods  that  belong  to 
them  ;  and  that  having  once  paid  their  duties 
in  this  city,  they  lliall  not  pay  again  any  fort 
of  tribute  in  any  other  port ;  and  that  theEng- 
lifh  fhips  which  are  freighted  by  Portuguefe, 
ihall  not  pay  more  duties  than  is  paid  for  the 
goods  navigated  in  Portuguefe  vcflels;  as  will 
appear  by  the  tenth  and  eleventh  articles  of  the 
treaty,  the  authentic  tenor  whereof  was  by 
them  prefented.  And  whereas  the  faid  articles 
were  not  duly  obferved,  and  complied  with  in 

the  faid  iflands,  but,  on  the  contrary,  the  Eng¬ 
lifh 
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lifh,  were  vexed  and  difturbed  with  doubts 
and  moleftations,  and  that  the  natives  of  the 
Iflands  had  unjuftly  extorted  a  great  deal  of 
money  from  them,  fince  the  fald  articles  of 
peace  were  made  and  pubiifh’d;  whereas,  in  the 
obfervance  thereof,  due  regard  ought  to  have 
been  had  to  the  exemptions  I  granted  to  the 
Englilh,  becauie  the  Royal  Mandates  ought 
always  to  be  effective,  and  the  tranfgreffors  of 
them  punilhed. 

Therefore,  they  requefted  of  me,  that  I  would 
pleafe  to  favour  them  with  my  provifional  law, 
to  oblige  the  Miniffers  of  the  faid  Iflands,  to 
whom  the  obfervance  of  what  is  contained  ill 
the  faid  articles  doth  belong,  that  they  com¬ 
ply  with  the  fame,  and  obferve,  and  keep 
them,  in  the  manner  as  is  therein  exprefled ; 
and,  that  they  ihould  not  confent  to  the  mo- 
Ieftation  of  the  petitioners,  nor  take  from  them 
more  than  they  ought  to  pay,  and  that  refti- 
tution  fhould  be  made  of  what  they  had  hi¬ 
therto  been  unjuftly  obliged  to  pay.

_  I,  having  feen  and  considered  the  faid  peti¬ 
tion,  did  thereupon  fend  my  decree,  da¬ 
ted  the  fh  ft  of  J unc,  ot  this  prelent  year,  where¬ 
in  it  was  written,  that  a  proviiional  law  Ihould 
be  prepared  and  palfed  by  the  council  of  my 
treafury,  in  favour  of  the  faid  petitioners, 
conformable  to  the  articles  of  peace ;  and  if 
it  Ihould  appear  to  the  faid  council,  that  there 
was  any  thing  in  the  matter,  needfary  to  be

rcprefcnteJ  to  me,  they  lhould  do  it  imme¬ 
diately.  And  in  compliance  with  this  my  or¬ 
der,  the  council  gave  their  dif patch,  that  the 
laid  provilional  law  lhould  be  made  and  pall¬ 
ed,  m  the  form  oidamcd  by  my  laid  decree 
and  that  the  articles  of  peace  mentioned  in  the 
laid  petition,  lhould  be  requefted  from  the  Se¬ 
cretary  of  State’s  office,  which  was  accord¬ 
ingly  complied  with  ;  but,  as  the  faid  articles 
are  written  in  Latin,  they  were  tranllated  into 
the  Portuguese  language,  and  are  as  follows, 
viz.

DON  John,  by  the  grace  of  God,  &c.  I  make 
known  to  thee,  auditor  of  the  hundred  of 
Crato,  that  I  am  informed  by  the  confultations 
of  the  junto  of  the  three  States,  that  the  fub- 
jedts  of  fcveral  different  nations  difputethe  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  taxon  their  flock,  which  they  were 
charged  with,  under  pretence  that  they  are  pri¬ 
vileged  by  the  articles  of  peace  which  free  them 
from  paying  the  faid  tax.

PROLOGUE. 

WH  E  R  E  A  S  the  league  and  drift  friend- 
fhip  which  is  between  the  Mod  Se¬ 
rene  and  Mod  Potent  Princefs  Anne 
Queen  of  Great-Britain,  and  the  Mod  Potent 
Peter,  King  of  Portugal,  requires  that  the 
commerce  of  both  the  Britifh  and  Portuguefe 
nations  fhould  be  promoted  as  much  as  podible$ 
and  Her  Sacred  Royal  Majedy  of  Great-Bri¬ 
tain  hath  iignified  toHis  Sacred  Royal  Majedy 
Of  Portugal,  by  the  mod  excellent  John  Me¬ 
thuen,  Efq;  member  of  the  Englifh  Parliament, 

K  and 
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and  Ambaftador  Extraordinary  in  Portugal, 
that  it  would  be  very  acceptable  to  Her,  ifthe- 
woollen  cloths,  and  the  reft  of  the  woollen  nia- 
nufadurcs  of  Britain  might  be  admitted  into 
Ioiti.gal,  the  piohibition  of  them  being.' taken 
off:  That  this  matter  might  be  treated  and 
tianfacded,  they  have  given  their  full  power  and 
commands that  is  to  fay.  Her  Sacred  Majefty 
of  Great-Britain  to  the  abovefaid  moft  excellent 
John  Methuen,  and  His  Sacred  IVIajefty  of  Por¬ 
tugal  to  the  moft  excellent  Don  Emanuel  Tel¬ 
ler  Marquis  of  Alegrete,  Conde  da  Villa  Ma¬ 
jor,  Knight  profefled  in  the  Order  of  Chrift, 
Kc.

His  Sacred  Royal  Majefty  of  Portugal  pro- 
mifes,  both  in  his  own  name,  and  that  of  his 
iucceffors,  to  admit  for  ever  hereafter  into  Por¬ 
tugal,  the  woollen  cloths,  and  the  reft  of  the 
woollen  manufactures  of  the  Britons,  as  was  ac- 
cuftomed  till  they  were  prohibited  by  the  laws; 
neverthelefs  upon  this  condition,  that  is  to  fay, 

Article  II. 

7  hat  Her  Sacred  Royal  Majefty  of  Great- 
Britain,  (hall,  in  her  own  name,  and  that  of  her 
Succelfors,  be  obliged  for  ever  hereafter  to  ad¬ 
mit  the  wines  of  the  growth  of  Portugal  into 
Britain;  fo  that  at  no  time,  whether  there  fhall 
be  peace  or  war  between  the  kingdoms  of  Bri¬ 
tain 
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tain  and  France,  any-thing  more  ihad  be  de¬ 
manded  for  thefe  wines  by  the  name  of  cuftoin 
or  duty,  or  by  any  other  title  whatibever,  di¬ 
rectly  or  indireCtly  (whether  they  lhallbe  im¬ 
ported  into  Great-Britain  in  pipes  or  hogf- 
heads,  or  other  cafks^  than  what  ihall  be  de¬ 
manded  for  the  like  quantity  or  meafure  of 
French  Wine,  deducing  or  abating  one  half  of 
the  cuftoin  or  duty.  But  if  at  any  time  this 
deduction  or  abatement  of  cuftoms,  which  is  to 
be  made  as  aforeiaid,  ihall  in  any  manner  be 
attempted  and  prejudiced,  it  fhall  be  juft  and 
lawful  for  his  Sacred  Royal  Majefty  of  Por¬ 
tugal,  again  to  prohibit  the  woollen  cloths,  and 
the  reft  of  the  Britifh  woollen  manufactures.

The  mod  excellent  Lords  the  Plenipoten¬ 
tiaries  promife  and  take  upon  themlelves,  that 
their  above-named  Matters  ihall  ratify  this 
treaty,  and  within  the  fpace  of  two  months  the 
ratifications  ihall  be  exchanged. 

For  the  faith  and  teftimony  of  all  which

Sacred  Royal  Majefty  of  Portugal,  for 
avoiding  the  controveriy  about  prece¬ 
dence,  between  the  two  Crowns  of  Bri-

other  inftrument  of  the  faid  tenor, chang¬ 
ing  only  what  ought  to  be  changed  for 
that  reafon.

CONCERNING  THE 

D  I  A  M  O  N  D  S 

FOUND  IN  THE 

MINES  of  BRASIL. 

DON  John,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  King 
of  Portugal,  and  of  the  Algarves,  on  this 
fide,  and  beyond  the  Teas  in  Africa,  Lord  of 
Guinea,  and  the  Conqueft,  navigation,  com¬ 
merce  of  Ethiopia,  Arabia,  Perfia,  and  the  In¬ 
dies,  &c.  I  make  known  to  whom  this  my  law 
may  come,  that  as  the  mines  of  diamonds  which 
are  found  in  my  dominions,  do  belong  to  me 
in  the  fame  manner,  and  by  the  fame  title,  as 
all  the  mines  of  metals,  I  have  therefore  a  right 
to  make  fuch  rcferves  of  them  as  I  may  think 
proper ;  and  as,  by  the  cuftom  of  thole  domi¬ 
nions  in  which  diamonds  are  found,  fuch  as  are 
of  a  fpecial  greatnefs  are  referved  for  the  Sove¬ 
reign,  Therefore  it  is  my  will  and  pleafure,  that 
even  in  the  countries  in  which,  by  my  permil- 
fion,  diamonds  are  extracted  (befides  the  other 
precepts  and  regulations  prefcribed  by  the  laws, 
and  fuch  as  I  have  been  pleafed  to  give)  all  dia¬ 
monds  that  arc  of  tire  weight  of  twenty  carats, 

or 
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or  upwards,  fhall  be  referved  for  my  ufe,  and 
the  perfons  who  find  them,  or  take  them  out  of 
the  mines,  ihall  deliver  them  immediately, 
within  thirty  days  (to  be  counted  from  the 
time  of  their  finding  or  taking  them  up)  into 
my  mints,  or  to  the  next  neighbouring  mini- 
fters,  that  they  may  remit  them  to  the  mints ; 
of  which  delivery  an  entry  fhall  be  made  by  the 
Scrivener  who  has  the  charge  of  that  office, 
which  he  fhall  be  obliged  to  remit  to  the  Go¬ 
vernor.  And  fuch  diamonds  being  manifefted 
and  delivered  by  any  Have  whatfoever,  that 
Have  ihall  be  made  free,  and  he  ihall  have  his 
charter  of  freedom  granted  him,  and  drawn 
out  in  my  name  by  the  Superintendant  of  the 
mint,  or  by  the  minifter  to  whom  he  made  fuch 
delivery  ;  and  to  his  owner  ihall  be  given  four 
hundred  milreis  for  the  value  of  the  faid  Have, 
which  fhall  be  paid  him  in  the  faid  mint,  where 
the  faid  diamond  was  delivered  or  remitted  to. 
And  if  the  delivery  be  made  by  a  freeman,  to 
him  the  faid  freeman  ihall  be  given  the  fame 
four  hundred  milreis,  And  all  the  diamonds 
of  the  weight  of  twenty  carats,  or  upwards, 
which  may  be  found  henceforward,  and  not 
delivered  in  the  manner  above-mentioned,  it 
is  my  will  and  pleafure  that  they  fhall  be  for¬ 
feited  to  my  ufe,  whofe  hands  foever  they  may 
be  found  in  ;  of  which  all  or  any  perfons  may 
impeach,  inform,  or  denounce,  and  their  de¬ 
nunciation  being  prov*d,and  the  diamond  taken 
into  (cuftody,  they  fhall  receive  four  hundred 
milreis  as  a  reward,  to  be  paid  them  only  out 
of  my  treafury.  And  if  the  informer  be  a  have, 
that  fiave  fhall  have  his  liberty  given  him-,  and 
his  owner  Ihall  receive  four  hundred  milreis  for 
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the  value  of  him,  except  the  information  of  the 
flave  be  given  againft  his  matter  ;  for  then  in 
fuch  cafe  the  Have  fhall  be  free,  and  two  hun¬ 
dred  milreis  ihall  be  given  him,  and  both  the 
freedom  and  the  premium  ihall  be  paid  and 
complied  with,  after  the  denunciation  is  ad- 
jud  ged  to  be  good  ;  and  the  matter  Ihall  have 
nothing  for  the  value  of  his  flave,  but  he  fhall 
incur  the  penalties  here-under  declared.  And, 
in  the  fame  manner  fuch  may  be  informed  a- 
gainft,  who  finding  or  taking  out  diamonds  of 
the  weight  of  twenty  carats,  or  upwards,  do 
clandeftinely  hide,  linuggle,  or  fecret  them, 
and  not  manifeft  and  deliver  them  in  the  man¬ 
ner  above  prefcribed  ;  which  perfons,  befides 
the  lols  of  the  diamond,  or  its  value,  I  com¬ 
mand  Ihall  incur  the  penalties  eftablifh’d  againft 
thofe  who  fmuggle,  fecret,  or  run  gold;  and, 
being  a  flave,  he  Ihall  undergo  the  punifhment 
of  being  whipt  and  confined  to  the  gallies  dur¬ 
ing  his  life.  In  like  manner  fuch  perfons  may 
be  informed  againft,  who  fend  fuch  diamonds 
out  of  the  kingdom ;  which  perfons,  befides  the 
lofs  of  the  value  of  the  diamonds,  fhall  incur 
the  penalty  of  being  banilhed  ten  years  to  An¬ 
gola,  and  confifcation  of  all  their  goods ;  and 
thofe  informations  being  given  by  the  flaves  of 
fuch  delinquents,  the  laid  flaves  fhall  have  their 
liberty  given  them  as  a  reward.  But  if  the  in¬ 
formation  be  given  by  a  flave  belonging  to  an¬ 
other  perfon,  then,  befides  the  flave’s  being  fet 
at  liberty,  his  matter  fhall  receive  four  hundred 

milreis  for  the  value  of  him,  as  is  declared  a  - 
bove. 

And  becaufe  it  is  not  my  royal  intention  to 
comprehend  the  diamonds  that  have  been  taken 
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cut  of  the  mines  to  the  time  of  the  publication 
of  this  relolution,  it  is  my  pleafure  that  all  per¬ 
sons  who  have  diamonds  in  their  pofteffion  that 
weigh  twenty  carats  or  upwards,  which  were 
taken  out  of  the  mines  before  the  publication 
ot  this  relolution,  do  man ifeft  them  within  two 
months  (to  be  counted  from  the  day  of  the  pub¬ 
lication  hereof)  before  any  of  my  auditors  of 
the  hate  of  Brajil,  and  the  other  minifters  of 
this  kingdom,  and  in  all  my  dominions  where 
fuch  diamonds  are  ;  and  that  they  deliver  them 
to  the  laid  minifters  to  be  remitted  to  this  court, 
and  delivered  into  the  mint  thereof,  in  order 
that  they  may  be  purchafed  for  my  ufe,  at  the 
juft  valuation  that  fhall  be  put  upon  them. 
And  fuch  as  are  not  manifefted  and  delivered 
within  the  faid  fpace  of  time,  fhall  be  reputed 
as  difeovered  or  found  after  the  faid  publica¬ 
tion,  and  they  fhall  be  irremiillbly  loft  or  for¬ 
feited  to  my  ufe  in  any  hand  whereinfoever 
they  may  be  found  :  which  perfons  may  be  im¬ 
peached,  informed  of,  or  denounced  againft, 
and  the  informers  fhall  have  the  fame  reward, 
and  the  delinquents  the  fame  punifhment  as 
abovementioned  ;  and  in  the  fame  manner  may 
be  impeached  fuch  as  are  accomplices  or  abet¬ 
tors  in  the  fmugglings  here  prohibited  :  and  on 
them  lh all  be*  executed  the  fame  punifhments 
in  this  refolution  eftabliihed,  and  the  informers 
lhall  have  the  fame  rewards. 

\\  herefore  I  command  the  Lord  Chief  Ju¬ 
ft  ice  of  the  Houle  of  Supplication,  Governor 
of  the  High  Court  of  KingVBench,  and  the 
Houfc  of  Oporto,  Vice-King  of  the  State  of 
Brafil,  or  whoever  fills  that  place,  Judges  of 
the  laid  Courts,  Governors  oi  the  Conqucfts, 


and  all  iuftices,  commiffioners,  auditors,  judges^ 
officers  of  juftice,  and  perfons  of  thefe  my 
kingdoms  and  dominions,  that  they  obfeive, 
comply  with,  and  keep  this  my  law,  and  caufe 
the  fame  intirely  to  be  obferved,  complied  with, 
and  kept,  as  it  is  therein  contained  :  And  that 
it  may  come  to  the  notice  of  every  body,  in 
order  to  cut  off  the  allegation  of  ignorance,  I 
command  my  Chancellor-Geneial  of  thefe  king¬ 
doms  and  dominions,  or  whofoever  fills  his 
place,  that  he  caufe  it  to  be  publifhed  in  the 
Chancery,  and  fend  tranferipts  thereof,  under 
my  feal  and  his  firm,  to  all  the  juftices  of  the 
counties  and  hundreds  of  thefe  kingdoms,  and 
to  the  auditors  of  the  donatory  countries,  in 
which  the  juftices  do  not  enter  into  vilitation  ; 
whom  I  command  to  proclaim  it  immediately 
in  the  places  where  they  are,  and  caufe  it  to  be 
proclaimed  in  all  their  hundreds  and  tithings  ; 
and  it  fhall  be  regiftered  in  the  books  ot  my 
Difembargo,  and  Houfe  of  Supplication,  and  of 
Oporto,  and  in  the  Ultramarine  Council,  and 
all  other  places  where  fuch  like  laws  are  ufed  to 
be  regiftered  ;  and  this  original  fhall  be  depo- 
fited  in  the  Tower  of  Records.  Given  in  Weft 
Lifbon,  the  24th  of  December,  1734.

A  R  T  I  C  L  E  XII. 


T  N  order  that  the  fubje&s  of  the  King  of 
Great-Britain  may  enjoy  greater  advantages 
in  trade  and  commerce  in  all  the  dominions  of 
the  King  of  Portugal,  it  was  agreed  ;  That  if 
the  merchants  and  factors  (befides  the  privi- 
ledges  which  were  granted  to  them  by  the  firft 
treaties)  alk,  in  virtue  of  this,  to  relide  in  all 
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places  where  they  have  a  mind  efpecially,  they 
may  inhabit  and  enjoy  the  fame  priviledges 
and  immunities,  as  far  as  relates  to  trade,  as  the 
native  Portuguefe,  in  the  cities  and  places  of 
Cochim  and  Dio,  provided  that  the  fubjedds  of 
the  King  of  Great-Britain,  that  are  to  refide  in 
the  above  places  do  not  exceed  the  number  of 
four  families  in  each  of  them. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  fame  priviledges,  liberties  and  immuni¬ 
ties,  fhall  be  enjoyed  by  the  fubjedds  of  the 
King  of  Great-Britain,  in  the  place  of  Bahia  de 
todos  os  Santos,  Pernambuco,  and  Rio  de  Ja¬ 
neiro,  and  in  all  other  the  dominions  of  the 
King  of  Portugal  in  the  Eaft  Indies.
